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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-24, 34 and 36-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest either the entry hold chamber (claims 1-2, 4-5. 12-16, 34, 36 and 43-44) or the exit 
hold chamber (claim 6-8 and 37-39) in communication with a source of plasma gas. Nor does the prior 
art teach or fairly suggest a drying chamber upstream from said entry chamber (claims 9-10 and 40-42). 
The prior art also further fails to teach or fairly suggest the claimed, detailed sequence of events that the 
controller is configured to execute (claim 1 1 ). The prior art of record also fails to teach or fairly suggest 
the entry chamber and the exit chamber in communication with a source of plasma gas (claims 17-18). 
Nor does the prior art of record teach or fairly suggest a source of plasma gas in selective communication 
with each of said entry hold chamber, said entry buffer chamber, said coating chamber, said exit buffer 
chamber and said exit chamber (claim 19-24)
